Happineſs, and to diſcover his many Snares, Baits and 
Temptations, which he has laid ſuitable to the Pro- 
penſity and Inclination of the Creature, to betray the 
Simple-minded, and todraw forth the Heart and Af- 
feQions after his Inventions, thereby to enſlave and 
imbondage the:Creature in Sin and Jaiquity, and+to 
plyage it therein, until the Cuſtom &fircomes to rake

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2way the ſenſe of the Evil of- it, and then perſwades 
the poor Captive, There is no Freedom from it, wor no 
PerfeFion tobe attained ow this fide the Grave ;,, and here 
he labours to keep them under his Power whilſt in 
this Life, knowing that after Death, Fudgment comes ; 
and as the Tree felis, ſoit Hes ; and that there is no Re- 
p:atance in the Grave ; and here he obtains his End, 
which is the Erernal DeſtruQion of Men and Womens 
Souls ; for he laid the Foundation of his Kingdom in 
the Heart of Man and Woman by a Lye, through 
which Sin entred, and by which he upholds his King- 
dom to this day in all the Diſobedient and Rebellious.
